KEY WEST, Fla. (AP) - A fourth 
attem pt to rescue four men trapped in 
mini research subm arine on the floor 
of the Atlantic failed today. Officials 
expressed grave concern for the m en’s 
safety. 
"We m ust get to that sub” said 
lieutenant Cormnander R. H. Bisbmg 
a Navy spokesman. “ We hope the men 
can survive.” 
The four — two of the reportedly 
unconcious in a rear com partm ent of 
the

—

emergency supply of oxygen and 
Bisbing said a new attem pt to reach 
them could take several hours. 
The air supply for the four had 
dwindled to about an hour at ll a m.

Tobacco Use 
Increasing 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Tobacco use 
is exceeding last year’s crop and is 
expected to reduce the nation’s 
reserve stockpile to the lowest level 
since 1951 by next fall, says the 
Agriculture Department. 
Both 
tobacco exports and 
U.S. 
cigarette production are up from a 
year ago, the department said Friday 
in a preliminary report. 
“Domestic cigarette use for the IO 
months ended April 1973 increased 
about 2.5 per cent above a year 
earlier,” the department’s Outlook 
and Situation Board said. 
“ With exports gaining sharply, 
cigarette output in the year ending 
June 30 will likely be up about three 
per cent from the 593 billion cigarettes 
produced last year.” 
The report said that the use of large 
cigars and smoking tobacco, however, 
continues to decline. Tobacco used for 
snuff and chewing is expected to be 
about the same as in 1971-72. 
Exports of unmanufactured tobacco 
have been brisk this year and may top 
last season’s volume of 525 million 
pounds by three to four per cent, the 
report said. 
“World cigarette output is climbing 
toward another record and there are 
smaller supplies of most competing 
tobaccos,” the board said. “Exports to 
Japan, Switzerland and the United 
Kingdom have gained this season. 
West Germany and several other EC 
(Common Market) countries have 
taken less.” 
The total carryover of all tobacco 
when 1973 production comes to market 
is expected to be 3.329 billion pounds, 
down from 3.484 billion last year.

The role of earthworms in the for­ 
mation of soils is well known; not so 
widely known is the fact that many 
authorities consider ants to be of even 
greater importance. This is especially 
true in the drier regions of the U.S. 
where worm activity is limited by 
moisture; but even in humid areas 
such as Ohio the cumulative effects of 
the ants activities have been enor­ 
mous. 
Above ground portion of the common 
red and black ant hills often contain 
IOO to 150 and up to 500 lbs. of soil and 
this represents only part of their 
yearly earth moving operations. 
Ants are constantly bringing up new 
material from the subsoil as they clean 
out and enlarge their tunnels. This 
material is dispersed over the area 
around the colony by wind and water 
erosion. 
The underground maze of the ant hill 
often penetrates 15 feet into the ground 
with hundreds of chambers and side 
tunnels. As the hill settles and tunnels 
collapse the workers clear out the 
debris and carry it to the surface. The 
constant circulation of m aterial in the 
mound serves to mix mineral m aterial 
from the lower soil horizons with the 
humus of the topsoil, thus enriching 
the soil around the hill. 
In addition, foraging worker ants 
bring large quantities of leaves, in­ 
sects, and of course some picnic 
crumbs back to the hill to feed the 


queen and broods of young. Some of 
this material is stored in the hill for 
later use and a part of it eventually is 
converted into humus by fungi and 
through digestion by the ants. 
Another consideration is the addition 
of the bodies of the ants themselves to 
the soil; colonies often contain 100,000 
to 300.000 individuals; and, except for 
the queen, the turnover is rapid. Dead 
ants are carried away from the mound 
and discarded to be returned to the 
soil. 
Ants living in Ohio and Pickaway 
County are somewhat less spetacular 
than those of the tropics where many 
of the over 3,WK) known species of ants 
are found. 
Some species of tropical ants are 
more than Vt inches long while other 
species are so small they are difficult 
to see with the naked eye. They have 
very diverse lifestyles as weaving 
nests of leaves and silk in the tree tops, 
hunting in swarms containing up to 20 
million individuals, or growing fungi in 
huge nests. 
These nests have been known to 
contain more than 40 tons of earth and 
leaf m aterial and have chambers large 
enough to accomodate a full grown 
man. 
In extensively cultivated areas of the 
county the larger ant hills are usually 
found in fence-rows, wood-lots, or 
abandoned fields. Of course the largest 
ant 
hills 
occur 
in 
the 
wooded 
southeastern portion of the county and 
state. 
During our mapping in such areas 


ant hills over 4 feet in height and 8-12 
feet 
in diameter 
have been en­ 
countered. Although the ants can be 
found most everywhere they are 
primarily located in the better drained 
Miamian or loose sandy and gravelly 
soils as Fox and Casco. 
Fewer ant hills are found in shallow 
bedrock on swampy areas. Ants in 
most cases have better ability in 
selecting well drained soils for their 
homes with basements than many 
humans. 
When ants colonize lawns they 
become serious pests. They can 
destroy the grass and shrubs in the 
immediate area of their mounds in a 
very short period of time. The tiny red 
ants 
which 
commonly 
invade 
dwellings in search of food, live in 
small, unobtrusive colonies around 
foundations or even in the hills of other 
ants. 
As most homemakers know, it is 
nearly impossible to completely shut 
them out of the human household. 
Except in lawns and golf fairways the 
earth moving activities of ants are 
usually unnoticed and the con­ 
tributions of a single colony to soil 
formation is small. 


However, it must be remembered 
that ants have been excavating and 
mixing continuously over the last 18- 
20,000 years in the glaciated areas as 
Pickaway County and for millions of 
years in unglaciated portions of Ohio. 
The quantity of earth moved in that 
time span by these industrious beings 
is incalculable. 
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SPRAYING 
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Bankers Blame 
Trouble On Nixon 


BASEL, Switzerland (AP) — The 
bank for International Settlements 
today attributed the drop in the value 
of the dollar to policies of the Nixon 
administration. 
The bank is an institution ruled by 
the monetary authorities of the world’s 
leading nations. 
It said lack of confidence in the 
dollar was influenced by the fact that 
the U.S. government: 
— Declined to go into world markets 
to buy up dollars. 
— Promised U.S. investors to give 
up controls on sending their money 
abroad. 
—Took only moderate action to hold 
down private spending at home. 
It made only a discreet banker’s 
reference to the Watergate scandal. 
“The sharp deterioration of the 
dollar has been ascribed in part to 
political developments in the United 
States,” it said. 
The report also found that nearly all 
governments have given up fighting 
inflation the way they used to. 
The kind of stability that money had 
in the United States, West Germany 
and Switzerland in the early 1960’s is 
no longer sought, the bank said. It 
explained: 
“Attention to public opinion has 


obliged governm ent to give top 
priority to full employment and 
economic expansion, and the pursuit of 
other objectives can only be partial 
and intermittent.” 
The bank saw 
“excessive wage 
increases” as the core of accelerated 
inflation. It found that typical living 
costs have been going up eight to IO |x*r 
cent a year and wages IO per cent. In a 
few countries, such as Italy, tin* wage 
increases have been much higher. 
Only in the United States have they 
been as low as 6 per cent, and the rate 
there seems likely to rise this year, the 
(lank said. 
High prices for farm products and 
other raw materials were also partly 
to blame for inflation, the bank 
reported. It remarked on the “sen­ 
sitivity of wage demands to food 
prices” - meaning that people ask for 
more pay when the price of steak goes 
up.

Power Light On' 


With a few major exceptions, 
the outlook for electric power 
this summer 
in the 
United 
States is good. That is welcome 
news for a nation which has 


been undergoing more than its 
share of bad reports about 
energy availability. 


Surveys taken of all sections 
of the U.S. indicate generating 
capacity this year should be no 
problem, 
with 
the 
possible 
exceptions of the metropolitan 
areas of New York, Chicago 
and l/>s Angeles. The situation 


in those areas is largely con­ 
tingent upon unrelated factors 
such 
as 
stiffened 
en­ 
vironmental controls, a lack of 
rainfall in the Northwest and a 
past record of generator break­ 
down. 


Weather, as in past sum ­ 
mers, could play a decisive 
role. In New York, for instance, 


an estimated 40 percent oi 
electric energy during the 
sum m er 
m onths 
goes 
to 
operate air conditioning units. 
An exceptionally hot summer 


obviously could increase the 
electricity 
drain 
there 
con­ 
siderably. 
Power officials in those three 
cities declare the worst which 
could happen would be tem- 
|H>rary brownouts. As an in­ 
surance* measure, campaigns 
w ill be under way in a number 
of 
localities 
to 
lim it 
un­ 
necessary power consumption. 
Electricity at the flick of a 
switch is still there, but energy 
officials would prefer if that 
switch was not flicked on quite 
so often. 


Need An Energy Policy 


Everything connected with energy 
seems to be going wrong these days. 
We have gas shortages and voltage 
cutbacks. A container ship, the Sea 
Witch, plows into a small oil tanker, 
the Esso Brussels, in the Narrows 
leading to New York liarbor, killing 
several crew members in a flaming, 
oil-filled sea. The Naderites demand 
instantaneously clean automobile 
engines, with complete indifference to 
the difficulties involved in getting both 
the carbin monoxide and the oxides of 
nitrogen out of the exhaust at one and 
the same time. 
The anti-pollutionists and tile con­ 
servationists seem eternally to lie 
working at cross-purposes: the newer 
automobiles, with better emission 
control, get only eight or ten miles to a 
gallon of gas, which means that the 
Nader “ improvements” will require 
an ll per cent increase in total fuel 
consumption. 'Hie circle thus goes 
bick to the dangers of collision as 
more tankers move into our ports with 
more crude oil distilled for our over­ 
worked refineries. 
It could all have been avoided. Ten 
years ago, as I remember, I took a trip 
through tin' Appalachian coal country 
with Joe Moody, who was head of the 
National Coal Policy Conference. He 
kept talking about H r * need for a 
national energy policy, which would 
have resulted in some positive thinking 
about a blend of coal, Hydroelectricity, 
oil, natural gas and atomic power use. 
'True, he put his main accent on coal, 
which led critics to say he was flacking 
for his own industry. But Joe Moody’s 
interests were wider than that: he 
urged tin* need of a composite energy 
policy on lx>th Richard Nixon and John 
Kennedy in the HHK) election carn­ 


ify JOHN C H A M B E R L A IN 


paign. Nothing came of it. 
So now we have the chickens coming 
home to roost. The ridiculous thing 
about it is tluit our politicians have 
been scared witless by the short­ 
sighted 
claim s 
of 
the 
en­ 
vironmentalists. New Jersey politicos, 
fearful of polluted beaches, are 
categorically against setting up a 
deepwater single-point mooring in­ 
stallation off Sandy Hook that could 
accommodate the new 250,000-or 
JOO,000-ton tankers. Their fears are 
misplaced: a single big tanker pump­ 
ing 
its 
cargo 
into 
an 
undersea 
pipeline for direct transmission to 
refineries in tile northern New Jersey 
and Philadelphia regions would tx* a 
much safer proposition than four or 
five 75,(HH) ton tankers crowding into 
the Delaware River or New York 
harbor. 
The U.S., up to ten years ago, was 
the world’s leader in the technological 
revolution. But today it seems in­ 
capable of learning anything new. 
Meanwhile, tin* foreigners have taken 
over. The British, the Mediterranean’ 
countries, the Nigerians, the South 
Africans, the Japanese, the South 
Americans and the Indonesians have 
no aversion to deep-water loading and 
unloading of oil. By idiotic contrast 
there isn t a single deep-water oil 
terminal in the whole United States. 
The State of Manx* voted “ no” on a 
proposition to bring big tankers into a 
deep harbor at Machiasport. The Big 
Stone Beach deepwater terminal site 
in Delaware was prohibited by 
Delaware’s Costal Zoning Act of 1971. 
But just what is it that the en­ 
vironm entalists 
fear? 
Britain ’s 
Milford Haven oil terminal is located 
in a national park, and the (hilt Oil 


Company’s Bantry Bay facilities in 
Ireland are set down in a region that 
remains attractive to tourists. At 
Rotterdam, in Holland, recreational 
beaches have been built with the sand 
dredged from the deepwater channels 
required by tankers. Economic and 
environmental needs can be combined, 
but Americans, with their com­ 
partmented minds and emotional 
approach to problems, don’t seem 
capable of learning from the British, 
the Irish or the Dutch. 
The crazy thing about it is that we 
often react before we know what we 
are bilking about. When offshore 
drilling for oil in tile New England 
coastal region was first mentioned. 
Governor Tommy Meskill of Con­ 
necticut was among those to condemn 
the very idea. His constituents had 
visions of seeing oil wells in Ding 
Island Sound. They hadn’t listened to 
the geologists, who might have 
reassured them that any prospective 
well would be at least KO miles over the 
horizon on the farther side of I/mg 
Island. And they might have taken 
heart from the British and tlx* Nor­ 
wegians, who will be getting North Sea 
oil from pipelines leading from tanks 
situated out of sight on the ocean floor. 
To give Governor Meskill due credit, 
he has relaxed his original stand 
against offshore oil drilling. He told his 
fellow politicos at the recent Nevada 
governors’ conference that energy 
needs must be considered along with 
ecological demands, which put him up 
alongside 
New 
Hampshire’s 
progressive 
Governor 
Meldrim 
Thomson Jr., who wants a refinery, 
deepwater unloading facilities, atomic 
energy plants and all that.

Speaking Of Your Health

I can recall almost 50 years ago that 
my father and my grandfather were 
called in to apply cups when any of the 
neighbors were very sick. 
Only recently I learned that this kind 
of treatment is still being used. Is it in 
any way related to acupuncture? 
Mrs. A.R.B., Tenn. 
Dear Mrs. B. : 
There is no relationship between 
acupuncture and the practice of “ cup­ 
ping” that has been used in some coun­ 
tries for centuries. 
Acupuncture is a technique that has 
been in use for more than 3,000 years in 
China. Hundreds of the most elaborate 
studies of the surface of the body have 
been handed down from generation to 
generation, to teach the art and 
science of acupuncture. 
Acupuncture, once totally discarded 
by Western civilization, has now been 
revived for scientific investigation. 
The National Institutes of Health in 
Bethesda, Md., have set up a research 
program in an effort to learn more 
alxiut acupuncture, its techniques, and 
its results. 
Cupping, too, is an old form of treat­ 
ment. The Egyptians used it and con­ 
sidered it a form of blood-letting. 
Many kinds of glass and metal cups 
have since been applied to the skin in 
an effort to extract from the body, 
especially the lungs, .severe infections. 
It was not unusual for people who 
w ere not doctors to be considered cup­ 
ping specialists. Many of them were 
remarkably adept at applying cups to 


the back of the chest in patients who 
had pneumonia. 
I zing before the advent of anti­ 
biotics, cupping was one of the few 
methods of treatment for bronchial 
infections and pneumonia. 
At the turn of the century, many doc­ 
tors carried some type of cups and 
used them effectively for some vari­ 
eties of disease. 
Even today, there is physiological 
evidence that cupping may have had 
some scientific validity. 


Our daughter is 16 and has not yet 
begun to menstruate. 
Someone suggested that chiroprac­ 
tic manipulation might help to bring 
this about. 
How do you feel about this idea? 
Mrs. T.M., Ind. 


Dear Mrs. M.: 
No, there is no value to chiropractic 
manipulation to bring on the men­ 
strual cycle. 
Menstruation is probably one of the 
most remarkable processes in the 
body, by which all hormones, espe­ 
cially from the ovaries, combine to es­ 
tablish this cycle. 
Sometimes the process starts early, 
sometimes late. 
It is most important that your 
daughter be assured that she is not 
“ different” because her menses are 
delayed. Very often physicians can in­ 
duce the onset and regulate menstrual 
periods.

From Well 


CONCORD, CaUf. (AP) - “ Oh, my 
God, they’ve freed him,” cried the 
mother as her 15-month-old son came 
up bawling and muddy in the arms of 
rescuers. 
little Carl Christian had been lodged 
for almost three hours Friday night in 
a narrow well shaft, ll feet below the 
surface and just IO feet above water. 
TTie boy’s father, Richard Christian, 
said he was digging a well and had 
boarded it over temporarily. 
“ I didn’t think he would get in,” 
Christian said. 
The boy’s mother, Sherry, 29, 
recalled, “ We were in the house and I 
went out to check on him because I 
heard him crying. When I went outside 
I didn’t see him. I looked down in the 
well and he was crying his eyes out.” 
It was that same healthy voice which 
reassured rescuers as they dug a 
rescue shaft alongside the 20-inch-wide 
well. More than 200 persons gathered 
and kept watch. An ambulance stood 
by. 
The workers tunneled into the en­ 
cased well shaft beneath the boy so 
that they could catch him if he fell. 
Finally, they pulled him free and 
emerged from the hole to applause.

differences with the Democratic party 
last year, when the local party organ­ 
ization made Louis Stokes 
co­ 
chairman. But, the caucus has con­ 
tinued to operate as a third force in 
city politics. 
The caucus leadership split last fall 
over support of Republican Ralph 
Tyler, a black who is a member of 
Perk’s cabinet.

Forbes, who was named City Council 
president by the council’s Democratic 
majority, reportedly is supporting 
Carney for the party’s mayoral nomi­ 
nation.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The head of 
a new House subcommittee says the 
government is not spending enough 
money to fight the narcotics flow into 
the United States and urges a crash 
program to halt the illegal entry of 
drugs. 
Rep. Lester L. Wolff, D-N.Y., 
chairman of the international drugs 
problem subconmiittee of the Foreign 
Affairs Committee, said Friday the 
government has “ refused to commit 
more than a minimal amount of funds 
... to the problem. 
“ I believe a crash program is 
necessary” to get at the problem, 
Wolff said. 
He also disclosed the panel will look 
into what he said appears to be an 
attempt, by manipulating the flow of 
legitimate opium, to get the United 
States to change its international drug 
policy. 


panics have complained recently that 
efforts to halt illegal drug traffic are 
creating a shortage of opium on the 
legal drug market. The morphine base 
derived from opium is used in the 
manufacture of codeine and other 
drugs. 
“ We intend to look into what may be 
an attempt to disrupt our plan to cut off 
supplies at the source by illicit drug 
operators who are interrupting the 
supply of licit narcotics to these 
reputable firms,” Wolff said. 
"He added that in 1971, almost 1,500 
tons of opium were produced for the 
legal market. 
"India alone produced almost 1,000 
tons. The American purchase of the 
Turkish opium crop makes hardly a 
dent in the legitimate supply,” Wolff 
said. 
He said the $42.5 million the Nixon 


administration wants for international 
narcotics control is inadequate, and 
that he would request a $7.5 million in­ 
crease. Wolff said also the committee 
will try to halt foreign aid to nations 
not working to control narcotics.

WASHINGTON (AP» - legend has 
it that when Nikita Khrushchev visited 
the Iowa spread of Roswell Garst, the 
Coon Rapid farmer became so angry 
at the swarming hordes of reporters 
that he kicked one offending newsmen 
in the shins. 
That is not likely to happen this week 
when Leonid Brezhnev, Khrushchev’s 
successor as general secretary of the 
Soviet Union’s Communist Party is 
President Nixon’s guest in the United 
States. This time, if all goes according 
to plan, newsmen will not get close to 


Brezhnev at all. 
The striking difference between the 
two tours stems from the striking 
differences between the two men, their 
itineraries and the U.S. of then and 
now. 
Khrushchev was an unpredicticable, 
moody 
man, easily 
offended 
and 
always ready to offend. Brezhnev, 
labeled for years as a technocrat, is a 
disciplined politician. 
Khrushchev was 
“ good copy” 
whatever he said or did and seemed to 
enjoy it. Brezhnev, it appears, has no 


such ambitions, although American 
Kremlinologists are not so sure after 
his recent visit to West Germany 
where he

Federal fuel allocation guidelines. 
‘‘Proposed allocations are to be 
based on the corresponding quarters of 
the previous year. This would be 
grossly unfair to the farmers of Ohio,” 
Rep. Harsha said. 
*'lASt fall was extremely wet, and 
leas harvesting was accomplished. 
Even so, tremendous amounts of fuel 


were expended in attempting to 
salvage as much of the crop as 
possible. A normal harvest would call 
for vast amounts of fuel that are not 
now, nor would be later, available 
under the proposed allocation plan.” 


Rep. Harsha outlined several factors 
necessitating the increase: 


More plowing must be done due to 
adverse weather conditions this spring 
and last fall, and this requires more 
fuel than usual. 
Wanting schedules in Ohio for major 
crops for national and international 
markets are far behind those of last 
year. Failure to meet the higher 
harvest level demands of this year 
“ may result in serious shortages, an 
adverse effect on our foreign trade 
posture and skyrocketing prices.” 
Reserve fuel supplies have been

exhausted, primarily by attempts to 
dry crops soaked by heavy rains last 
fall and winter. Without adequate 
reserves, farmers could not combat a 
similar emergency this year should 
adverse weather conditions continue.

Interior urges all 
suppliers to continue marketing to new 
customers added since the base 
period.

RIO D E JA N E IR O ( AP) - 
Brazil has unveiled plans to 
build a unique “ 21st century” 
model city, deep in the heart 
of the Amazon rain forest, 
where an international team 
of scientists will exploit some 
of the world’s richest mineral 
deposits. 
The 
model 
city, 
named 
after 
the 
late 
Germ an 
scientist 
Alexander 
von 
Humboldt, will attempt to 
preserve a perfect ecological 
balance in one of the last 
places in the world where 
man can start from scratch. 
B ra z il’s 
M inistry 
of 
Planning w ill spend $1.5 
million this year to fly in the 
nucleus of the 
city 
from 
Cuiaba, capital of the spar­ 
sely populated western state 
of Mato Grosso 
in which 
Humboldt will be located. 
“ Humboldt is the Brazilian 
reply to the United Nations 
Conference on Environment, 
held last year in Sweden,” 
Planning Minister Joao Paulo 
dos Reis Velloso explained. 
“ It is the start of a civilization 
based on a technology and 
culture adapted to equatorial 
environment 
— 
something 
w i t h o u t 
h i s t o r i c a l 
precedent.” 
The model city 
will be 
in itially inhabited by 250 
persons. It will lie in an area 
of more than 50,000 square 
m iles 
with 
a 
present 
population of only 2,142, 
mostly Indians and settlers 
scattered around the village 
of Aripuana, 500 miles from 
Cuiaba. 
'The area is rich in tin, 
manganese, iron, diamonds, 
titanium and other rare 
minerals. 
Hundreds 
have 
tried 
to 
settle in the area but have 
given up due to the 80 inches 
of rainfall every year. 
“ American 
mining 
com­ 
panies paid fantastic salaries 
to their engineers, built 
swimming pools and other 
ultramodern diversions for 


their employes. But they all 
got so depressed, they left,” 
explains Prof. Pedro Paulo 
Ixomba of the University of 
Mato Grosso and one of the 
planners of the city. 
“ No one has ever suc­ 
ceeded in living a modern life 
in a rain forest. In that region 
there are two seasons a year: 
the first, when it rains every 
day and the second when it 
rains all day. The heat is over 
600 degrees Fahrenheit. The 
rivers increase in volume by 
1.000 per cent, and five 
months of the year air traffic 
is im possible. Everything 
crum bles and w aterlogy, 
even plastic. 
People get 
irritated.” 
To beat the rain, most of the 
construction w ill be on stilts. 
As soon as clearings become 
crowded, other clusters will 
be built at a distance to avoid 
big city-type concentrations. 
Many 
of 
the 
building 
materials will be culled from 
the area. A 15-man expedition 
along the left bank of the 
Aripuana River is looking at 
the fierce Cinta Larga (Wide 
Belt) Indians who inhabit the 
region to study how they live 
in order to 
adapt their 
techniques to the new city. 
“ It is hard to predict when 
the city will be completed,” 
says Lomba. Within the next 
four years, there should be 
1.000 inhabitants, but it may 
some day be much larger.” 
The first nucleus of settlers, 
however, will be installed by 
mid-year. 
’The Amazon jungle covers 
one-twentieth of the earth’s 
surface, holds one-fifth of the 
fresh water supply and one- 
third of the timber of the 
planet. It has 400 kinds of 
trees, 1,500 specimeas of fish, 
1,800 different birds and 250 
types of mammals. 
'Hie unexplored Aripuana 
River lias two 440-foot water­ 
falls generating 600,000 horse 
power, which will be har­ 
nessed to supply energy for 
the area.

It didn’t accomplish the feat, 
so he’ll try again Sept. 15 on 
NBG-TV. 
“This will be my last,” 
laughed the 39-year-old board 
chairman of Kentucky Fried 
Chicken. 
“This will be my 
swan song in the telethon 
arena.” 
The swan song will run 5 4 
hours and start at 7 p.m. It’ll 
come from Washington. His 
first telethon — the first of its 
kind in the nation — was 
broadcast by ABC from New 
York and Washington. 
He says it grossed $4 
million, of which about half 
was eaten by the expense of 
putting it on. However, it did 
get the Democratic party’s 
debt down to $3.1 million, he 
adds. 
“I would think with the
